Lewd Literature 
Scandal Aired In 
Week's Hearings 


Washington, D. C. —(NC)— A 
Congressional committee dipped 
into the reading matter on the 
newsstands of “Every Neighbor- 
hood; U.S.A." and came up with 
reams of filth-in-print. Demands 
were made for immediate action 
to stop the rising flood of indecent 
literature, 

The special House Committee in- 
vestigating obscene publications 
ended a five-day session of public 
hearings after listening to clergy- 
men, writers, police officials, book 
dealers and others testify that 
something should be done to halt 
the spread of lurid magazines, 
comics and pocket-size books, 

Next step of the committee is 
to propose means of eliminating 
the obscene goods on the Nation's 
newsstands. If suggestions of. wit-

Publishers Code May Come 
As Aid In Fight On Smut

Washington —. (NC) ~—— There 
was some hope here this week, fol-| 
lowing hearings by a special Con-| 
gressional committee, that pub- 
lishers throughout the country 
might eventually join in a volun- 
tary code aimed at combatting ob- 
jectionable literature. 


There is nothing certain at 
yet, to be sure. But such a 
procedure was strongly recom- 
mended at hearings; some pub- 
lishers indicated an interest in 
it, and it is entirely likely that 
the Congressional committee 
will recommend this step when 
it makes its report. 


Despite the flippant attitude 
taken in some quarters, including 
some segments of the secular press, 
there is a rising tide of indigna- 
tion among parents of the country 
over indecency in books, pocket- 
sized books and comics easily 
available to youths. The volun- 
tary code entered into by the pub- 
lishers themselves would head off 
official censorship, something that 
is not strongly urged anywhere at 
this time. 

Father Thomas J. Fitzgerald of 
Chicago, a pearing as a represen- 


tative of the National Couneil of 


Catholic Men, recommended be- 
fore the committee that publishers 
join together to combat indecent 


literature, adopt a voluntary code, 
and set up a board which could 
administer it within the industry. 


It is recognized that 1 
ganization of publishers is pro- 
bably impossible. This is due to 
the various levels of the publish- 
ing business, the diversity of in- 
terests and projects, and the fact 
that those who are now profiting 
from offensive publications would 
not want to take part. However, 
even a large partial organization 
of the industry would have its 
good effect. If only the publish- 
ers of the pocket-sized books would 
come together and adopt a code, 
a long forward step would have 
been taken.

The Bishops of America this 
year called upon American Catho- 
lics to write the deeds of today’s 
martyrs upon their hearts. “God 
grant that the glorious death of our 
martyrs may be the source of a 
new life to millions of their fellow- 
men in every land,” the Bishops’ 
statement said, “and may their ex- 
ample hasten the return of the 
modern world to Christ.”

Mr. Cook suggested 
that unless the publishing industry 
can regulate itself there is “no al- 
ternative to a strong national law 
with effective teeth in it, banning 
such books.” 


Testifying on magazines available 
to youth, Margaret Culkin Bann- 
ing, authoress, said that of 1,000 
magazines currently being pub- 
lished, all but about 100 are “vic- 
ious and provocative.” From re- 
search done for an article, “Filth 
On the Newsstands,” published in 
Readers Digest, Mrs. Banning re- 
vealed that at least 50 American 
cities have taken action to drive 
indecent literature from these 
places. 


Mrs. Banning stated that Amer- 
ican newsstands “carry a display 
sex provocation to be found 
nowhere else in the world.” 


The authoress suggested three 
“conclusions — self censorship by 
the publishing industry, stricter 
enforcement of laws against ob- 
scene material, and aroused com- 
munity opinion.”

How Prejudice Blinds 


WE have paid our respects quite | 


a number of times to Rev. 
John A. Mackay, President of the 
Princeton Theological Seminary, 
and Vice-President of the POAU., 


Not long ago he visited Spain 
and, of course, hoped to find con- 
firmation of his prejudices rather 
than arguments against them. 
Speaking in Atlanta, Georgia, re- 
cently he observed: “It is easier 
to get a Bible into Soviet Russia 
than into Franco Spain.” He was 
speaking at a Reformation Day 
service. 

He said, moreover, in effect that 
the difference between South 
American backwardness and 
North American progress is_ at- 
tributed “te the fact that one has 
known the Bible and the other 
has not.” 

Now the fact is that the heads of 
the Church and of the government 
in Spain and of every country of 
South America, as well as of every 
family in these countries, cherish 
the Bible. Mackay does not dis- 
tinguish between the distribution 
of accurate translations and those 
versions which have been muti- 
lated. 

The people of Spain go te 
church far better than Protestants 
in the United States, and their 
record is as good in South America 
despite a very great shortage of 
clergy and religious.

The thousands who sacrifice 
their old gold, who do without a dessert or a package of 
cigarettes and who sacrifice some of their savings to enable 
the Holy Father to help pay for his 57,694 catechists in Africa 
alone are decreasing their personal enjoyments to increase 
the knowledge of love of Christ in the Missions. 


The glories of Christ are discerned in the same psychological 
instant as our own littleness. Those who protect their ego and 
pamper it, by the same token are never generous to Our Lord 
or His Blessed Mother. 


The farther we get from the spirit of Christ, the more 
we think of ourselves. When the sun is far behind us, a long 
shadow falls in front of us and we believe ourselves taller 
than we are. As the sun gets closer to us, the shadow dimin- 
ishes. As God approaches, the conceit lessens. As the passion 
| to see Christ loved in India, Japan, and Africa becomes 
tense, we want to give up more and more to see Him increase. 
We decrease our pride, we deflate our pocketbook, we dimin- 
ish our wants, we minimize our pleasures and gradually the 
love of Christ becomes compelling, constraining and imper 
tive.

in this spirit the monks at the Abbey of St. Meinrad in southern 
Indiana have been educating and training young men for the priest- 
hood for almost a century. 


Beautiful and fertile valleys, stretching far to the east and 
north, skirted by rugged, craggy hillsides, and fringed by dense 
woodlands, combine to form by contrast a picturesque and varied 
landscape for the approximately 650 seminarians of the Major and 
Minor Seminary who are preparing to be priests for 25 dioceses or 
religious communities. 


Here they pray, study, work, and play the year round, except 
for a brief vacation at Christmas time and a three-months’ vacation 
during the summer. Throughout that time there is very little change 
in their daily schedule, for it is a schedule proved by time and 
experience and regulated by the wisdom of our Holy Mother the 
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ISING early, usually about 5:30, the seminarians 
soon gather to begin their day by offering the 
Holy Sacrifice of the Mass (Photo No. 1).. Insisting 
in his Holy Rule that “Nothing shall be preferred 
to the Work of God,” St.

Priests of 
the Order of St. Benedict at the Abbey conduct 
the seminary classes in accordance with the prin- 
ciple of the late Pope Pius XI that the priest 
“he graced by no less knowledge and culture than 
is usual among well-bred and well educated people 
of his day.” 


The Abbey Library, to which the seminarians 
have access, contains about 40,000 volumes, treat-

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Here the seminarian may do his reference work for 
classes (Photo No, 3). 

Ample “free time” is allotted the seminarians 
to assure the development of the healthy and 
strong constitution so necessary for their years of 
hard study. The individual may perhaps indulge 
in the current sport (Photo No. 4), or find pleasure 
in a card game with friends (Photo No. 5), or at- 
tend the “bench sessions” so familiar to seminarians 
everywhere (Photo No, 6).

The city of Goa, then considered the Rome of the East, was the 
scene of Father Francis Xavier’s< 


first endeavors when he arrived 
from Portugal ten years before his 
death. Those living there recorded 
his unceasing efforts. It is said that 
he immediately set about caring 
for the sick, never giving himself 


a moment’s rest. Each noon he. 


made visits to the three prisons of 
the city where he converted many 
of the convicts; and after a hard 
day’s work, he would lie on the 
hospital floor by the bed of the 
man most dangerously ill so as to 
be able to help him at a moment’s 
notice. After St. Francis went to 
heaven he brought about many 
miracles. Seventy years after his 
death he was declared a saint and 
called the patron of India and all 
the East. | 


Amid the celebrations of the four 
hundredth anniversary of his 
death, it is good to be able to see 
the continued and unbroken thread 
of faith extend through the years. 
To be able to traee the result of 
the work of these early saintly mis- 
sionaries makes us realize that the 
truths we live’ by are the same 
truths which guided the saints. 


I felt a real joy the other day 
when I thought of this unbroken 
thread. The realization came when 
I had the pleasure to meet Father 
Herbert de Souza, a Jesuit priest 
from India. He is a descendant of 
one of the families converted by 
St. Francis in Goa. During the four 
hundred years since his ancestors 
became Catholic they have con- 
tinued to keep the faith warm in 
their hearts. You will be hearing 
more of Father Herbert de Souza 
for he will be here another year 
and a half learning about the ad- 
ministration of American schools. 


We asked Father de Souza what 
he thought about the United States 
where he has been almost a year. 
And his reaction was so warm I 
wanted to share it with you. He 
said: 

“One of the first things I felt 
about the people of the United 
States was their amazing hospital- 
ity and kindness. And this means 
a lot to the visitor. This great 
friendliness—the idea of helping 
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others—is not just a sign of good 
nature, but is something very real 
to them; it is part of their Ameri- 
can way of life. People seem to 
have a desire to go out of their 
‘way to help other people. This is 
of course, a definitely Christian 
spirit. But never before has it be- 
come a part of a national tradition 
on so large a‘scale as here.” 
Father de Souza said that the 
term Catholic means universal; it 
means that the very idea of being 
a Catholic means living on a global 


plane; you can’t be a good Catholic 
unless you have this understanding. 
It means knowing about the rest 
of the world, and making the suf- 
ferings of other people our own 
sufferings. One of the ways we do 
this is by learning more and more 
about the missions. He says that 
when Americans become interested 
in the missions, they can become 
the most wonderful missionaries 
of all. 

I am sure he meant American 
children too when he said this.
